When the history of the last quarter century of American 
pharmacy is written the journals must be given credit of be- 
ing the chief factor in the improvements which have taken 
place within that period. - 

The professor who does not send his students home ardent 
supporters of the journals of his profession has neglected a 
serious duty, and has failed to recognize the merits of his 
strongest ally in the work of education. The pharmacist who 
does not regularly subscribe for and read at least one of the 
journals is neglecting the most important available aid for in- 
creasing the profit and standing of his calling, and is of the 
kind that will render his greatest service to pharmacy on the 
day that he leaves it and makes room for a better man. 1 
never knew an incompetent pharmacist who was a subscriber 
and regular reader of a good drug journal, nor a competent one 
who was not.—Prof. J. H. Beal. 





How to Win Orders! 


The following hints to travelers appear in the “ Inter- 
national Confectioner: ’’ When you call on a man for the first 
time, ask him out to dinner or feed him a ten-cent cigar and 
call his attention to the fact that it really is a good one. Or 
tell him he is a bully boy with a glass eye, that you admire 
his clothes, and ask him the name of his tailor. He may be 
sensitive, he may be able to see through a hole in a board, he 
may have money enough to buy his own cigars and lunches, 
but don’t let that deter you if you want him to admire your 
cheek. A good way to make yourself safe is to start the ac- 
quaintance by suggesting that your hotel is a poor one. This 
is always a good point to make, because even if you don’t get 
an order you are fairly certain of being asked out to have a 
meal. Another good thing to remember is to knock all you 
can; it’s one of the surest ways of getting an order. Then if 
you tell a customer how much you are selling another man in 
the same town, it’s a cinch he will like it and buy a lot of the 
same thing. The next point to keep always before you is that 
if you find a customer is making the same thing you are trying 
to sell him, spend at least half your visit showing him why 
he ought to buy your article and quit making his; this shows: 
him you are energetic and a pusher. Spread your samples on 
a customer’s desk, and keep right at him. No matter what he 
is doing; it’s dollars to doughnuts he won’t forget you on your 
next call. There are several other things that are worth speak- 
ing of, but another time will do as well. One thing more I 
must mention, however. Never wait; it’s a waste of time—al- 
ways cut in, no matter who is ahead of you; it’s bound to 
make you popular.

Described in a Linguistic Marvel.

“The present state of our market is pretty excited many 
articles, are very brisk and with the progressiveness of the 
century one should say that the quiet and cool temper of the 
trade has been fully transformed. 

“This fact is daily constated in reading the particulars of 
the markets reviews the most part of them showing a con- 
stant excitement prevailing. 

“ All the world’s markets have lost their distancy they can 
be considered as neighbour, and their variations of prices are 
known the same day in all the various continents. 

“ At each session the extenth of the crops are always known 
when still growing and appreciated as liable; and when any 
unforeseen event is bringing an alteration to their yield the 
markets become disturbed and over helmed and great excite- 
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ment prevailing and the quotations from a day to the other 
going up or down by sudden variations. 

“This we have again constated on our market for some 
export articles the seeds oil espected to calm are firmer 
and dearer nearly all our seeds are dearer than anticipated. 
So are our herbs and plants. 

“The fruits Kernels, Almonds, Walnuts, Filbert, Pignolias, 
Pistachios have had fieverish transactions and some bold 
speculatours constantly watching to the short crop helped by 
the cash money unemployed by their stocking out of the mar- 
ket articles of urgent requirement change the market for the 
worse? 

“We cannot foresee any decline upon Walnuts & Filberts 
as the request is to Bring away all the prompt during the next 
few months. After we ought to calm and expect lower prices. 

““ We shall be glad to reply to all your inquiries.” 

In the price-list itself are quoted such articles as these: 
Aimonds bitter free of acid; licorice juice leaked in case blocks; 
Teazle seeds fine clean exhausted; olives bottled in cases ow- 
ing to the brand. “ Seeds for birds feeding in constant stocks!” 
the list exclaims. 





About Boils. 


Contrary to the common belief boils are not indicative of 
blood disease. They are really, indications of local poisoning 
by pus-bearing germs, and the boil is an abscess. Every pus 
prick, every scratch, every abrasion, every cut with a razor or 
pocketknife, every splinter that enters the skin may cause a 
boil. Nor need the wound be a serious one; it may be so mi- 
nute as to be invisible to the unaided eye. Nor is the result 
always produced, for if it should be, every slight wound, every 
thorn prick, every scratch of a cat, every bite of a dog, every 
abrasion of the skin, would be followed by disastrous, if not 
fatal, consequences. The reason for this immunity is that 
there is a certain inherent power of the body to resist these 
noxious agents, and it is only when the powers of the body are 
weakened by disease that the morbific agents can thrive in 
the body and accomplish their evil work. In this sense, then, 
boils are diseases due to diseases of the blood, but it is not a 
disease in itself. High living also favors boils. Dr. Reid, speak- 
ing of pus, and incidentally of boils, says: Job was probably 
run down by a long period of debauchery. We read that the 
devil had him in tow some time before his boils broke out. If, 
now, he could have had the counsel of three good physicians, 
instead of as many tiresome theologians, he would have had 
his system toned up; his broken potsherd, with which “ he 
scraped himself withal,” thus spreading sympathy and infec- 
tion, would have been taken from him, and he would have been 
taught a few lessons in sanitary science, instead of tneology. 

The reason why a boil is always in the worst place is be- 
cause that is the most exposed place. The back of the neck, 
where the collar rubs the microbes into the skin; the wrist, 
where the cuffs irritate, and make the entrance of germs more 
easy; the top of the foot, where the shoe pinches; the razor- 
swept chin—are all favorite “ worst places.” 





The Clerk Who Succeeded. 


The story is told by Charles Dryden in the Salt Lake 
“Tribune ” that when Philmot toiled eighteen hours per day 
among the pills and patent lotions, clerking for an established 
druggist, he often said there was nothing like a man breaking 
loose and starting in business for himself.

Sherlock Holmes and Cocaine. 


Dr. Wyllie, the Professor of Medicine in Edinburgh Univer- 
sity, in addressing his students the other day on “ Intoxica- 
tions ” (in medicine the term extends from alcoholism and 
ptomaine poisoning to the drug habits), adduced an experience 
of his that the learned doctor would doubtless wish to have 
conveyed as a literary moral. He was called one day to see a 
young man. As he was entering the house the patient’s sister 
exclaimed: “ Oh. it’s all that horrid book!” Inquiry elicited 
the fact that the patient’s favorite reading was “ Sherlock 
Holmes.” ‘The young man was in a very low state, and his 
tell-tale arm was dotted with hypodermic punctures. His ad- 
miration for the most popular of paper detectives had betrayed 
him into the cocaine habit. Taking this case as a text, Dr. 
Wyllie permitted himself a sentence or two of severe stricture 
on Dr. Conan Doyle’s knowledge of the action of drugs: “If 
such a man as Sherlock Holmes had existed, dosing himself as 
depicted by his creator, in a few weeks his opinion on any- 
thing would not have have been worth having.” Cocaine, ac- 
cording to Dr. Wyllie, is even more disastrous than morphine. 
It renders its subject vainglurious and pleased with himself, 
but blunts the intellect and blasts the imagination. 





Prismatic Soul Revivers. 

There is a new name awaiting some fancy summer drink 
made by the enterprising soda water man, says the New York 
Times Saturday Review of Books. It is ‘“ Prismatic soul 
revivers,” and the name comes from Sarah Grand’s latest 
novel, ‘Babs the Impossible.” The ‘“ soul revivers” are per- 
fectly innocuous compounds, made of various liquids of lovely 
colors; and these hues hypnotize the thirsty observer as they 
are tossed back and forth from glass to glass. While mixing 
these concoctions the maker discourses upon the supposed in- 
toxicating qualities of the ‘“ revivers,” with the result that the 
customer tosses them off, fancies himself greatly stimulated, 
and has all of the desired effect and none of the undesired. 
This should be a great thing for a Prohibitionist community.
